We are accustomed 
to hear of the omnipotence of Parliament, 
and of ihe tularin iag le» than onioi- 
peltate of royal pretogaiive ; but certainly 
mt were not prepared lo hear thai either 
of thote auguit poweri war equal to the 
task, limply by itt " tie polo, tic jubto" 
to irtnituute a false inui a fair Ttltte, and, 
further, to guarantee that the effects of Ihe 
traminulation BerotlH endure for ever ! And 
yet auch it the luperhuman authority 
til timed by thu Order of th* QtSKN in 
Council. Seated around a table at 
Oiborne Home, probably with mipifff 
Auitralia ipreal before iheea, Uinillert 
take upon themielvet to decree, ai from 
the anmmit of Qlympui, that the fair 
value of every acre of uur iin- 
meaiurablr wildi shall be not )(u 
than twenty tieiling shilling*, and that 
behiw tins minimum the fair value thai* 
never fall.

pdMibiliiy of controlling, by AoU of 
Parliament and Orde tain Council, the fair 
value of theae commodiliel, and therefore 
itibratt to the found policy uf Leaving the 
question to lie tallied by the unerring 
operation! of demand and tup ply, 
why thould they deal in a contrary tpirit 
wilh then mighty wailei, whote fair 
value li equally beyond the reach of 
legislative dictation, and equally depen- 
dent upon the circumilattcei which rule 
the marketi of the world ? 

If Utli were a mere /ofOre/rcW error, 
confined to the paper upon which il it 
ilrreulyped, and involving no worae con- 
tequeniei than the deriiion awakened by 
iti own absurdit j , we miglil pau it hy ai 
a ibing to he juit laughed at and 
forgullen ; but, unhappily^ it an 
eptfatirt error, fraught wilh contequencei 
the moat pernicioui to thit young but 
riling colony, and which it will ™*t 
yean of arduotit itiuggle, yean of 
bitter, heart-iickening cuntroretty, lo 
eaitose and put down- To tbil itruggle 
the coloniite muit ptrnate lo addreu 
therasiliei, upun ihtt conlroreriy lliey 
pattjtl cuurtgeuuily enler, firmly deler- 
mined new to give up until the mon- 
ilrout tolccitm thall have been expunged 
from the Htiuie look. 

We noticed yttterday the rerttiction 
which furbuli the pruduce of cullivalioo on 
land in the u ntelt ted dill ricti to be told 01 
bartered; but we omitted lo dwell upon the 
fail Hut the re .trillion il equally applied to 
the intermediate dittricti, and even itiLI 
murtrigorouilTtothe itt tied district*. Ihe 
intermediate haMholdrr, with an tight 
years'tenure.awy, like hit brother graiien 
farther inland, grow for hii own uie ; 
bul Ihe unfortunate bolder of* lease in ihe 
Milled districts, wilh hii tenure of a tingle 
year, mull occupy fur purpoKl ejefu 
nrelf patlormi. He will not be permitted 
lo grow, even for hit own family and tcr- 
vanlt, a tingle buthcl of wheal, a tingle 
cob uf corn, no, nut a potato nor a cab- 
bage ! Wht: a perrene interference! 
I here would not, buwrver, be much tu 
complain of were It certain, or even pru- 
luble, thai what ii talhd a yearly leate 
would be nothtne more; fur in that caae 
the teilriction wuuld be tuperiluoui, tince 
no man in hiitenif would plant and low 
without a reasonable eipeclalion of being 
al)ou-ed to make uie of the erupt — or ra- 
ther, tvilb the preitiinplion that hit cropa 
would be wired by the Crown, and banded 
over lo a itranger. Hut luch will not be 
the aclual working* of the lyitem. So 
1 .ng at the iuipcrial otacle thai I eoulinue 
to decree that not Leu than a pound an 
acre thall be the fair value of the land, 
the yearly leaseholder in the home dit 
tried, at well ai the eight and fourteen 
yetia' men in theolhen, will, in ninety- 
nine cape* uui of a hundred, remain in 
peaceable uninterrupted poueuion fur an 
indefinite term. Conscious of thit vant- 
age ground, and being n ithin convenient 
reach uf a market, the yearly occupant 
would not lie s; Uie to dig and plant, to 
plough and tnw, not only fur the uie of 
hit own eitabliihruent, but, to at rtaat tome 
moderate eiienl, fut uie and barter— 
thereby exercising habit* of moral 
induilty, promoting the forma- 
tion of " a buld paaunlry," ud 
contributing to the genera] wealth. But 
(he absurd reitriction will prevent altlhii. 
The law, like the dog in the raangcr, will 
neither use Ihe toil itself, nor luffer olhert 
to use it Because nobody will purchate 
ttss I*****.,***. v.^ir't^vAsa tn.j*,u*l It* "fair 

value," ihe Crown thall not tell ; and be 
cause the Crown cannot iell, iti tenant 
thall nut till the earth ! 

Al every ttep in thia chimerical prooett, 
abiurditiei, incomiiteitciei, and practical 
niitchieft, stare one in the face. 

Neither the Act of Parliament nor the 
Order in Council making any<tipre.N 
mention of what are known at the Clergy 
and Kilfio I Kttalca, we mutt conclude that 
ibeie valuable reserves, ihe whole of ihe to 
" lying, being, and ailuate," we presume, 
within the Milled diilriclt, will be tub- 
ject to the termi. and retlTtctiona of the 
yearly leate. We wonder thitparl of Ihe 
question ihould not have been adverted 
to in the Legitlalive Council. The hittory 
uf these estates — their original dedication 
by royal charier, the stipulations which 
accompanied their resumption by the 
Crown, and the tiller breach of those 
tlipulallansupto the present lime— has 
almost faded away from Ihe public mind [ 
and would form a very important subject 
for invetligat ion and repo rt.
